At the core of our offering is the SBS Multilingual Coronavirus Portal at 
www.sbs.com.au/coronavirus . which has become a go-to destination for information and news curated 
from across SBS Radio and SBS News in more than 60 languages, supported by a growing number of 
other multilingual resources we're sharing direct with communities.” 

In addition to extensive coverage across SBS Radio and SBS News, SBS is continuing to produce a range 
of resources in dozens of languages to support culturally and linguistically diverse Australians. This 
includes videos in to languages explaining essential coronavirus information, and a growing suite of 
infographics and posters in more than 60 languages, clearly communicating and breaking down key 
COVID-19 messages as the crisis has unfolded. 
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
